24.—District Attor­ 
ney Jerome, speaking of the proposi­ 
tion to open the saloons part of Sun­ 
day before the People's Institute club 
last night said: 
"There are some honest men on the 
police force. 
But if the people knew 
the truth about the bulk of the higher 
police officials they would take the 
law’ in their own hands, like the peo­ 
ple of Montana and California with 
their vigilance committees, and anni­ 
hilate them. 
When you remember 
that the collection of $.'* tribute only 
for 3ach saloon in a precinct would in 
some of the larger precincts amount 
to $12,000 a year you will have some 
idea of the possibilities. 
"More than this. Even today there 
is not a street on which cars run that 
pickpockets are not operating under 
a distinct contract with central office 
detectives. 
There 
is 
a 
thief 
now- 
awaiting sentence in the Tombs, and 
even if he is a thief I believe him. for 
I have corroborated much that he told 
me, and he says that the police de­ 
manded 50 per cent as their part of 
the proceeds.-' 
Mr. Jerome declared that the cor­ 
ruption of the police force was largely 
due to the existence of a liquor law 
that was unenforceable—in the sense 
that the sentiment of the community 
was against its strict enforcement, not 
that the officials were powrerless to 
enforce it if they wanted to do so. Its 
enforcement, he declared, meant po­ 
litical suicide for the party that at­ 
tempted it. 
“Even Roosevelt.” said Mr. Jerome, 
“with all the direction and force that 
he exercised when 
Police Commis­ 
sioner. was able to bring to justice 
only one-fiftieth of I per cent of the 
violators of the law. The only prac 
tical result of the crusade was to put 
up the charge of blackmail from $5 a 
w&ek to $10 and $30 in some instances 
And what was the moral effect of try­ 
ing to enforce the law? 
The turning 
out of a good administration and noth­ 
ing more.”

BALM FOR THE ENGLISH. 


North Se a Commis s ion to Pla c a te Both 
Brita m a nd Rus s ia . 
Paris, Feb. 
24.—The international 
commission appointed to inquire into 
the North sea incident has practically 
concluded its w ork by agreeing to the 
report w hich will be announced Satur 
day. 
Concerning the nature of the re 
port the follow ing statem ent was made 
in a mo» ! authoritative qua rte r to the 
Associated Press: 
■ When the tex t of the decision be 
conies known it will be far more ac. 
ceptable to the British press and pub­ 
lic than they have been led to believe. 
The semi official sum m aries appearing, 
while more or less accurate, tend too 
strong > !o show Russian success, but 
as a m atter of fact the adm irals have 
sought the middle ground and the >h 
cision is not a pronounced victory for 
either side. 
It is of such ch aracter a< 
to preserve Russia's seif n spect and 
at the same tim e give the British pub­ 
lic much ground for satisfaction. 
If 
anything the decision is rath er mor* 
favorable 
o Great 
Britain than 
to 
Russia " 
On the other hand the H avas agency 
confirms its semi-official statem ent 
it 
says: “The conclusions as a whole are 
quite favorable to Russia, rccogniz» 
that Admiral Rojestvensky could legit­ 
imately consider himself in danger and 
act as he did 
However, the report 
contains 
reservations 
calcula te d . to 
satisfy 
British 
susceptibi ¡ties, 
the 
most important being that the commis 
sion esteems that 
the 
Russian fir*' 
lasted t o o long and also that Rojest 
vensky shou.il have speedily notifiel 
the British m aritim e authorities of th« 
deplorable incident.
